Germans Smash Through Voroshiiovrad And Millerovo, 


Converge On Junction Of Rail Line And Donets At 
Kamensk; U. S. Tanks, Planes Enter Battle

Rostov, whose armed citizenly helped the Russian army; 
drive out the Germans eight months ago, was menaced anew 
today as Hitler’s 1942 offensive, repulsed at Voronezh-and 
checked momentarily toward the east, veered south in a tre­ 
mendous onslaught which forced the Rusaiana back toward 
the gateway to the Caucasus.

The first tax was levied on Co­ 
lu mbiana cou nty residents in the 
fall of 1S0.1 and the pioneer tax 
collector for St. Clair township 
was Hu gh Clark. 
The levy was ordered at the Sep­ 
tember session of cou rt In the home 
of Chrlatlan Smith at Lisbon. St. 
Clair waa one of five townships to 
be levied and its bou ndaries wera 
far flu ng, as It absorbed parts of 
what is now Jefferson, Carroll and 
Stark cou nties. The land was u n­ 
broken wilderness except for the 
settlements of Fawcettstown and 
Fou lkstown 
and 
widely-scattered 
farms. The roads were Indian trails 
and foot or on horse back were 
the only mean* of travel. 
Late one au tu mn 
afternoon Mr. 
Clark, farmer school teacher and 
one of the first mu sic Instru ctors 
in the cou nty, tied np his horse 
beside the cabin home of Mathias 
Lower. 
He was distu rbed seriou sly, hav­ 
ing been notified of hi* appoint­ 
ment a* Iliter of taxe* in St. Clair 
township. He didn’t want tbe posi­ 
tion. Clark was admired and re­ 
spected by the people and believed 
the one way to lose frienda was 
to attach their pocketbooks. 
Qu allflcatione Streseed 
The worried settler slid down 
from tbe straw-filled sack which 
served as a saddle. He shook hands 
with Ixjwer and before he cou ld 
offer an explanation for his visit 
the other farmer said cordially. 
"Come and sit awhile. Hu gh. It’« 
plain to see you ’ve got something 
to u nload.” 
Clark did not wait u ntil they 
were seated on the railing fence 


before he began his protestations. 
Lower stopped him with a per­ 
emptory gestu re. 
"Whoa, there a minu te. Hu gh!

"Neverthelesa,"

friend. "It’s you r du ty. You can 
read and write, which is something 
most people In these parts can't 
do. You ’re a school teacher and 
next to a parson there Isn't a man 
In the commu nity more highly re­ 
spected than a school teacher, 
"You know how to add a colmn 
of figu res straight the first time, 
which is something a blame sight 
more of u s can’t do. Inclu ding ray- 
self,” he added with a grain. "I 
don’t see how you can refu se doing 
this work, Hu gh." 
Clark got down from his perch 
on the spilt rail fence. His intel­ 
ligent face was thou ghtfu l as he 
listened to the other man’s words.

General financial transactions in 
the East Liverpool district for the

A few months ago, their 
future looked very gloomy, but with 
skillful chemistry and modern en­ 
gineering, the problem has been 
solved so far.” 
Some business operations showed 
gains, such as bank clearings which 
jumped from 11,150,000 to $1,214,000, 
which was approximately a 5 per­ 
cent increase from May to June 
and a 15 percent increase over last 
year to date. 
Bank Debits Rise 
Bank debits for June were $8,- 
641,000, compared to $8,196,000 for 
May or 5.4 percent more. 
Postal receipts also showed ta 
gain with the total for May amount­ 
ing to $9,062 and the total for June 
to $10,344, or a 14 percent jump.

Train 
had a sign , "Cafe Chan san t”, bu t n o on e ever n o­ 
ticed It or, if they had , wou ld n ot have kn own w hat 
it mean t. It was the popu lar han gou t of all the stage 
stars of th at era. 
The late Jisck Barrymore, Pau lin e Fred ericks, 
Dave Mon tgomery. Richard Ben n ett, Dick Carle, Nat 
Willia, Nora Bayes. Pete Daily an d scores of other 
famou s thespian s d ropped in at Train ’s when ever 
they were In Chicago. It was there that Bob Ad ams 
was playin g pian o an d sin gin g. 
Ad ams w rote a n u mber of popu lar son gs, on e

them bein g "Not Becau se You r H air Is Cu rly,” He 
also tu rn ed ou t “The Sweetest Girl In Dixie,” He 
w en t to Lon d on with Bob Aid en an d the pair beciu n e 
famou s there as "The two Bobs ’. The last I heard 
of Ad ams he was ru n n in g a pu b a t Maid en head . 
HaUIn gan thin ks Sid n ey Gibson , men tion ed In th!« 
colu mn the otheY d ay, was the cleverest of all thè 
en tertain ers arcn in d CHticago in thoee d ays.

Labor Leaders Are Advised To See That War Acts 


Are Set Up Wisely and Warned Of Phoney Batties

Rationalized Service 


q OME of the regret expreesed over curtailment of 
service customs (hat have made American cus­ 
tomers the most pampered people on earth is per­ 
functory. In many cases rationed service is going 
to be rationalized service, a claim that never could 
be nude In its behalf before. 
Competition, the spics of life, decreed that Mrs. 
Snootch had to be appeased at any price. The policy 
of appeasement led to all sorts of excesses, but once 
begun it had to be permitted to run out Its course. 
Service With A Smile was more than a slogan; the 
people paying for the service had to smile to keep 
their sanity. 
It was one of the things foreigners marveled at 
when asked for their impressions of America. It 
was one of the things Americans marveled at, too, 
when they etopped to think about It. Service aome- 
times became a kind of gadget to play with, like 
a door that opened Itself; half the fun was in watch­ 
ing It work. 
And work it did—so incredibly well that any de­ 
fection immediately became an excuse for recrim­ 
inations and slanders. The service people had made 
their beds and must lie in them. But that didn’t 
mean they enjoyed their dilemma. It isn’t to be 
imagined that many of them will make the most 
of their present opportunity, but if a few of them 
do manage to convey the Impression that elimina­ 
tion of a lot of needless running around Is a silver 
Lining in the war clouds they can be forgiven. 


IT WAS the business of the War 
Labor Board In the “I 
Steel” case to establish a praeti 
cal working rule for carrying out 
the third of the seven points in 
the President's anti-inflation pro­ 
gram of April 27: “We must stab­ 
ilize the remuneration received by 
individuals for their work.” 
In order to understand what the 
board has done, the crucial thing 
to bear in mind is that it has taken 
“remuneration for work” to mean 
the rats of pay for an hour's work. 
The board, quits properly, was 
not concerned with the total earn 
lags of a worker, with the amount 
of money in his week’s pay en 
velope. It was concerned with his 
remuneration”—with the ruts of 
pay for each hour of work. And it 
is this hourly rats of pay that th* 
board has "stabilized”. 
In giving practical meaning to 
the word stabilize”, the board had 
to make a judgment on tho broad 
grounds 
of 
equity. 
The 
board 
might have said that the hourly 
wags rate on April 27 should stay 
put unless the coit of living in­ 
dex rises after April 27. 
The board found, however, that 
for Id months, frqm Jan. I, 1941, 
up to April 27, 1942, the cost of 
living had risen 15 percent — 
whereas for a long period before 
Jan. I, 1941, the cost of living bad 
been fairly stable. 
The 
board, 
therefore, decided 
that it 
was 
fairer 
to stabilize 
hourly wage rates as of the sta­ 
bler period, thus allowing for the 
fact that the country could have, 
but In fact had not, prevented the 
cost of living from rising 15 per­ 
cent. 
In view of the fact that labor 
had renounced the right to strike 
before congress and the adminis­ 
tration 
and 
the 
country 
got 
around to stabilizing the oost of 
living, the justice of • this ruling 
Is evident. It Is significant that 
the four employer members of 
the board agreed that this was 
just. 
In estimating the effects of the 
decision we must continue to keep 
clearly in mind that what the 
board has stabilized Is the hourly 
rate of pay. It has not frozen the 
Income of the wage earners. If 
they work longer hours, they will 
have a larger Income. 
NOR has the board frozen the 
standard of living so as to 
guarantee to 
the wage earners 
that they will be able to consume 
as much of the same good% as 
they did In time of peace. What 
the board has said is that for an 
hour’s work the pay theoretically 
shall be enough to buy at Hen­ 
derson prices the same goods that 
hourly pay bought 18 months ago. 
But this Is very different from 
saying that the board has ruled 
that 
the 
purchasing 
power 
of 
workers shall be maintained st 
the peace-time standard of 1941. 
For example, lf it took a worker, 
who was paid a dollar an hour, 12 
minutes to earn enough to buy 
one gallon of 20-cent gasoline In 
1941, then under the board’s rul­ 
ing he must he able to earn a 
gallon of gasoline In 12 minutes. 
But that does not mean he will 
be able to buy as many gallons 
as he did In 1941. In means only 
that the very few gallons he Is 
able to buy will continue to cost 
him 12 minutes* work a gallon. 
Like every one else, he is subject 
to rationing and to taxation and 


perhaps later to compulsory sav­ 
ing. 
The four labor members of the 
board say in their dissent that the 
ruling "struck a serious blow, at 
the foundations of the collective 
bargaining process.” 
That is not a fair description of 
the ruling. The foundations of 
the collective bargaining process 
are untouched and, if anything, 
they have been fortified by the 
other parts of the decision grant­ 
ing maintenance of membership 
end the check-off and by other 
provisions which recognize fully 
the collective bargaining procsss. 
What has happened is that there 
is now a rule for fixing tbs hourly 
rate of pay when employers sad 
employes disagree because they 
Jj*ye not reached a collective bar­ 
gain. 
In fact, this sets an upper limit 
on wage rates, provided the cost of 
living Index remains fixed. The 
unions have been given a clear 
standard of what they are entitled 
to ask by collective bargaining for 
the duration of the war. 
The correct description of what 
has happened, then, is to say that 
the foundations of collective bar­ 
gaining are untouched, but that 
the use of collective bargaining on 
wage rates has been regulated un­ 
der the war powers. 


I N considering their attitude to­ 
ward the policy, the leaders of 
labor will do well to remember that 
the real problem which wage earn­ 
ers and all others will face six 
months henoe and thereafter will 
be bow to obtain goods and ser­ 
vices, not money. 
At the board’s hourly wage rates, 
when the sub-standard wages have 
been taken care of, the income 
of the great mass of war workers 
will greatly exceed the goods they 
are able to buy. Many things a 
man wants he won’t be able to get 
for love or money. 
Many things he needs he will 
be able to have only In rationed 
quantities. The things be will be 
able to buy he will, we hope and 
believe, be able to buy at present 
prices. 
Therefore, what could be gained 
by rejecting the stabilization of 
hourly wage rates, by incurring the 
popular odium of unsettling indus­ 
try in time of war, by confronting 
the country with angry disputes 
about rates of pay? 
Suppose the labor unions used 
their bargaining power to drive up 
wage rates ss high ss their power 
oould fores them. What would hap­ 
pen? Would workers have more 
tires, gasoline, 
iceboxes, radios, 
sugar or any at the other things 
that are going to bs scarce? Not at 
all. 
The inevitable and certain effect 
would be to bring In more quickly 
higher taxes, more drastic ration­ 
ing, severer restrictions on the 
choice of work. In other words, this 
country would have to resort to 
much more direct forms of compul­ 
sion to keep the national economy 
In order for the purposes of the 
war. 
Almost certainly we shall come 
to these war measures anyway. If 
the labor leaders are wise they will 
prepare to play their part in seeing 
to it that the measures are set up 
wisely 
and Justly administered. 
That is where they can do the 
most to protect the real Interests 
of their members and they will 
m ake,a mistake if they weaken 
themselves morally and practically 
by fighting a phoney battle over 
hourly wage rates.

THER than the White House, 
Blair House is probably the 
best known villa in Washington 
today. 
Few 
persons 
outside

capital and not many Washington­ 
ians had heard of it until the gov­ 
ernment took it over aa official 
residence for visiting royalty. It’s 
across the street from the White 
House. President Prado of Peru 
was its first official tenant. King 
George of Greece stayed there. So 
did Russia’s distinguished visitor, 
Commissar 
of 
Foreign 
Affairs 
Molotov; and young King Peter 
of Yugoslavia. 
The president of Columbia has 
Just moved In and its next tenant 
will be Queen W illam ina of Hol­ 
land. 
BUT to those In the know, Blair 
House has been famous for 
more 
than 
IOO 
years. 
Francis 
Preston Blair bought It In ISSI 
from the then surgeon general of 
the army, who had built it a few 
years 
before. 
It 
has 
been re­ 
modeled, of course, but it's severe 
white stucco front and shuttered 


windows still present a facade * domicile (or distinguished visitors 
that hides one of the best ex­ 
amples of early American archi­ 
tecture. 
Among Its tenants were George 
Bancroft, 
the secretary 
of the 
navy for whom Bancroft Hall at 
Annapolis is named; John Mason, 
o n e t i m e 
minister to 
France; 
Thomas Ewing, the first secretary 
of the Interior, whose son-in-law 
was to become the famous civil 
war general, William Tecumseh 
Sherman; 
and 
Thomas 
Corwin, 
President Fillmore’s treasury sec­ 
retary. Corwin’s ghost still Is said 
to be nocturnal guest of Blair 
House, but the why of that Is 
pretty vague. 
The Blair family came back to 
their 
home in 
the 
1850's 
and 
Montgomery 
Blair 
lived 
there 
When he was postmaster general 
under 
President 
Lincoln. 
The 
story goes . that It was In Blair 
House that Robert EL Lee was 
offered command of the Union 
army In 1861. 
The Blair estate still owned the 
house when It recently was leased 
to the government as the official 


Few, if any, countries as young 
as the United States can boast an 
official guest house with such 
history. The only part of it that 
Isn’t told visiting royalty and such 
is that about Corwin’s ghost. The 
story Is either lost or burled in 
the files of the Library of Con 
gress.

TGT since the depression years 
has Washington been so short 
on tourists. But the strange part 
of It is that the figures won’t tell 
the Ahole story. 
The Washington Monument, the 
Lincoln Memorial and the Capitol 
tours are ’way off In attendance 
but that doesn’t explain the story 
of the tourist shortage.

motor traffic 
said 
today 
Buckeye etate residents who usu­ 
ally drive to the east or west 
coasts or deep into Canada have 
gone only a few hundred miles 
this year because of gasoline, tire 
and automobile restrictions or be­ 
cause they couldn't spare more 
time from work. 
Although visiting at state memo­ 
rials has declined, Curator Erwin 
Zett has received more inquiries 
than usual from Ohioans wishing 
to make short trips to points of 
interest, he reported. 
“Ohio people seem to be driving 
within the state, especially those 
in the north who go to the central 
or southern part of Ohio,” Zett 
said. 
“They hare little time to 
go far away and besides, they 
want to save their tires.” 
Week-end travel appears to have 
dropped 
off. although

more sightseeing on week days, 
Zett said. 
There were 93,437 registered visi­ 
tors at 38 state memorials last 
month, compared with 140,265 In 
June 1941. and 278,951 in the first 
six months this year against 410,- 
655 in the corresponding 1941 pe­ 
riod. 


FRED TRAIN’S 2008 Wabash ave., Chicago, was the 
alma mater of some of the greatest of all the 
“saloon singers", or what the late Les Copeland 
called “back-room entertainers”, of another genera­ 
tion. 
Over the door, as Bill Halligan remembers, Train 
had a sign, “Cate Chansant”, but no one ever no­ 
ticed It or, lf they had, would not have known what 
it meant. It was the popular hangout of all the stage 
•tars of that era. 
Tha late Hack Barrymore, Pauline Frederick#, 
Dave Montgomery. Richard Bennett, Dick Carle, Net 
Willis, Nora Bayes, Pets Daily and scores of other 
famous thespians dropped in at Train’s whenever 
they were In Chicago. It was there that Bob Adams 
was playing piano and singing. 
Adams wrote a number of popular songs, one of 
them being “Not Because Your Hair Is Curly,” He 
also turned out “The Sweetest Girl In Dixie.” He 
went to London with Bob Alden and the pair became 
famous there as “The two Bobs”. The last I heard 
of Adams he was running a pub at Maidenhead. 
Haulages thinks Sidney Gibson, mentioned In this 
column the other day, was the cleverest of all the 
entertainers around Chicago in those days. He 
worked at Train’s and his top song was “I Want 
A Man Like Romeo.” He had a style all his own. 
Train's seems to have been a spawning ground for 
qong writers, judging from the number Halligan re­ 
calls who were piano players there. 
PERCY WENRICH wrote “Put On Your Old Gray 
Bonnet.” Herbert Ingraham was the author of 
"Won’t You Waltz Home Sweet Home With Me For 
CHd Times Sake” and “I Would If I Could But I 
Can’t—Because I’m Married Now.” This last was 
sung by Mabel Hite, a great vaudeville performer, 
who was married to “Turkey Mike” Dolin, mightiest 
of John McGraw’s Giants, long ago. 
Fred Fisher, who died recently and who wrote “If 
The Man In The Moon Was a Coon” and “I've Said 
My Last Farewell—Toot-Toot—Goodbye.” graduated 
from piano playing at Train’s and elsewhere to his 
own publishing house. Halligan also places Ted Sny­ 
der in Train’s as a key pounder and Ted. who wrote 
numerous song hits, likewise entered the publishing 
business with Irving Berlin and Henry Watterson as 
partners. 
Then there was Bernie Adler, who wrote “That 
Lovln' Rag”, which is Interesting because It was 
probably the first ragtime melody with lyrics. It 
was written before the more famous “St. Louis 
Blues”. The latter is said to have been an Instru­ 
mental number at first, the lyrics being added later. 
It remains to this day the greatest of the so-called 
“blues” songs. 
* 
TRAIN’S was what would be called a night club 
in these times. He brought in some great per­ 
formers in his heyday, among them Hedges Brothers 
and Jaoobson from San Francisco. They were singing 
“Some Of These Days,” which was to become a sort 
of theme song with Sophie Tucker. 
Mike Lyman, now a wealthy restaurant operator, 
remembers that Train died in the basement of his 
establishment and it was then taken over by Roy 
Jones. A porter employed there never afterward 
could be Induced to go into the basement. 
All oldtimers agree that Lee Lloyd, who worked In 
Train’s, was one of the greatest cafe entertainers 
of his era. He was originally a ballad singer but 
switched to comedy as offering a wider field and 
went to San Francisco with another “sawdust ca­ 
nary”, as Halligan puts It. known as “The Porter­ 
house Kid”, I knew “Porterhouse”. He worked In 
silent pictures for D. W. Griffith. Lloyd hooked up 
with a piano player named Hart and they became a 
sensation as “Tom’s Cabin”, a sipot opposite Golden 
Gate Park run by Gallagher and McNamara. 
But Sandy MacNaughton took them away from 
Gallagher and McNamara and put them In a place 
on the beach that he called “The Breakers". They 
made so much money they opened a place of their 
own and continued to prosper. Martin Beck saw 
Lloyd and put him in vaudeville, opening him at 
the Colonial in New York, but Lee was not the suc­ 
cess on the stage that he was in a cafe. He died, I 
believe, In San Francisco.

HE myth about all Japanese soldiers wearing 
cheaters has been exploded.

S EXA.FOOD is an Im portant part of 
every diet because It contains 
m any viU m lns and m inerals. Fresh 
fish, quick-frozen fish and canned 
fish are all available and should be 
frequently served. 
U se any fish in season and plen­ 
tiful in the m arket. M ackerel have 
been running extraordinarily well 
this y ear. 
The native m ackerel or Boston 
m ackerel ordinarily has a May to 
N ovem ber season w hile the Florida 
variety runs N ovem ber to May .

cooked celery , finely chopped. 
Pour this m ixture slowly over 
the seasoned bread cubes, and see 
that they are thoroughly m oistened 
w ith the m ixture.

Dip the fish into a solu- 
tlon m ade in the proportion of two 
tablespoons salt to one cup cold 
w ater.

EAFOOD is an important part of 
every diet because it contains 
many vitamins and minerals. Freeh 
fish, quick-frozen fish and canned 
fish are all available and should be 
frequently served. 
Use any fish in season and plen­ 
tiful in the market. Mackerel have 
been running extraordinarily well 
this year. 
The native mackerel or Boston 
mackerel ordinarily has a May to 
November season while the Florida 
variety run* November to May. 
California mackerel are caught the 
year around. 
For a nice big dish * have two 
two-pound mackerel cleaned and 
trimmed but not split. Mix two tea­ 
spoons finely crushed sage leaves 
and 
three 
tablesipoons 
f i n e l y 
chopped 
onion 
with one quart 
bread cubes. Mix three-quarters tea­ 
spoon salt and three- eighths tea­ 
spoon pepper into six tablespoons 
hot melted butter and for table- 
arpoonsful hot celery liquid and 
then 
stir 
in 
three-quarter 
cup 
cooked celery, finely chopped. 
Pour this mixture slowly over 
the seasoned bread cubes, and see 
that they are thoroughly moistened 
with the mixture. Cover for a few 
minutes. Dip the fish into a solu­ 
tion made in the proportion of two 
tablespoons salt to one cup cold 
water. Allow to st*nd for five 
minutes. Drain fish, slit skin in 
several places and brush with cook­ 
ing oil. Stuff the fish, tie with 
string to hold in the stuffing. Place 
in center of oven, bake for IO 
minutes at 500® F., then lower to 
400* F. and bake eight to IO min­ 
utes longer.

An Ingenious folding dev ice with 
a gummed flap to act as a seal 
forms the env elope part of the 
letter which contains plainly m ark­ 
ed 
spaces 
for 
addressing 
and 
stamping th© message. 
At posts where microfilm is av ail 
ab le the letter will he photograph» i 
ed and then sent to the serv ice­ 
man and redev eloped and enlarged 
for his use. 
This microfilm method would en­ 
ab le a v ast amount of mail to b e 
sent In a limited space, thus in­ 
suring letters from home for more 
American soldiers, sailors and m a­ 
rines than if the regular writing 
paper were used, which requires 
much more shipping space.

I am'enclosing a leaf of each 
of these plants and should ap­

knowing what

do to prevent a reoccurence of 
this condition.

v ib urnum 
carlesl 
and 
v ib urnum 
lantana, in neither case is it suf­ 
ficient to cause dropping of the 
leav es. 
The 
only possib le explanation 
that I can make is one that we 
hav e 
just 
recently 
encountered 
and that Is that v ib urnums are, 
as the doctor would say, allergic 


to sulphur. At least It Is true 
with the two that you hav e. 
When sulphur was dusted on the 
foliage, it caused the leav es to 
fall 
within a 
short time. They 
will dev elop new foliage without 
too serious injury to the plant. 


This spring I bought a amatl 
magnolia tree, and after ft was 
delivered, I discovered the top 
had been broken off. It seems 
to be doing well but the open 
top of the trunk is soft and 
pithy. 
Can anything be done about 
ft and will the tree need pro­ 
tection over winter? * 
W henev er a b ranch or twig Is 
b roken on any plant it should b e 
cut off at the nearest side b ranch 
with a slightly sloping cut b ack. 
This will giv e the wound an op­ 
portunity to heal ov er. Unless it 
is an inch or more in diam eter. It 
is not worthwhile to giv e it any 
treatm ent. 
If an inch or ov er. It should b e 
painted with an asphalt tree paint. 
This asphalt emulsion will not In­ 
jure the delicate camb ium layer, 
which is ju st b eneath the b ark; 
when ordinary house paints are 
used, they will often kill the ad­ 
jacent 
tissue 
of 
the 
camb ium 
layer 
and, 
therefore, 
do 
more 
harm than good.

transportation of letters to men 
overseas. 
District people who desire to 
write to soldiers outside the coun­ 
try may obtain a three-sheet sup 
ply of the special stationery at the 
postoffice now. said Mr. Benedum. 
The letter sheets contain a space 
for messages eight Inches square 
and on the back a list of printed in­ 
structions as to the use of “V 
mail. 
An ingenious folding device with 
a gummed flap to act as a seal 
forms the envelope part of the 
letter which contains plainly mark 
ed 
spaces 
for 
addressing and 
stamping the message. 
At posts where microfilm is avail­ 
able’the letter will be photography 
ed and then sent to the service­ 
man and redeveloped and enlarged 
for his use. 
This microfilm method would en­ 
able a vast amount of mail to be 
sent In a limited space, thus In­ 
suring letters from home for more 
American soldiers, sailors and ma­ 
rines than if the regular writing 
paper were used, which requires 
much more shipping space.

About two weeks ago moat of 
th* leaves on my wayfaringtree, 
viburnum 
lantana, 
and 
practi­ 
cally all of the leaves on vi­ 
burnum 
carlet! 
dropped 
off. 
These shrubs were planted 
in 
the spring 
of 
1940 and 
hava 
mads good growth up until this 
time. 
I am 'enclosing a leaf of eaeh 
of these plants and should ap­ 
preciate 
knowing 
what 
I 
can 
do to prevent a reoccurence of 
this condition. 
Although 
there 
is 
a 
small 
amount of leaf spot on both the 
viburnum 
carlesl 
and 
viburnum 
lantana, in neither case is It suf­ 
ficient to cause dropping of the 
leaves. 
The only possible explanation 
that I can make is one that we 
have 
just 
recently 
encountered 
and that is that viburnums are, 
as the doctor would say, allergic 


to sulphur. At least it is true 
with the two that you have. 
When sulphur was dusted on the 
foliage, it caused the leaves to 
fall within a short time. They 
will develop new foliage without 
too serious injury to the plant. 


This spring I bought a small 
magnolia tree, and after it wae 
delivered. I discovered the top 
had been broken off. It teems 
to be doing well but the open 
top of the trunk is soft and 
P i t h y . 
Can anything be done about 
it and will the tree need pro­ 
tection over winter? * 
Whenever a branch or twig is 
broken on any plant it should be 
cut off at the nearest side branch 
with a slightly sloping cut back. 
This will give the wound an op­ 
portunity to heal over. Unless it 
is an inch or more in diameter, it 
is not worthwhile to give it any 
treatment. 
If an inch or over, it should be 
painted with an asphalt tree paint. 
This asphalt emulsion will not in­ 
jure the delicate cambium layer, 
which is Just beneath the bark; 
when ordinary house paints are 
used, they will often kill the ad­ 
jacent 
tissue 
of 
the 
cambium 
layer 
and, 
therefore, 
do 
more 
harm than good.
